PINKERTONIS 


Will Assist in Running Down 
Spanish Conspirators. | 


GOES TO WASHINGTON. 


His Most Trusted Detectives Also 
Leave Secretly. 


IN HIS FATHER’S FOOTSTEPS. 


William A. Pinkerton, one of the principals 
of Pinkerton'’s National Detective Agency, 
andga son of the famous detective and gov- 
ernment ‘spy, Allan Pinkerton, has: been 
called into the government secret service 
to hunt for Spanish spies. 

Mr. Pinkerton was called to Washington 
on last Thursday in much the same way 
that Allan Pinkerton was summoned by 
President Linc6éln thirty+seven years ago. 
He started on almost the first train after 
receiving the message, and he-is now there 
in consultation with Chief Wilkie of the 
secret service and the chief officials of the 
government, with whom he will work in 
conjunction. 

When he went away Mr. Pinkerton left 
word that he would be back in two weeks, 
but his friends say he expects to be absent 
much longer than that, and that the time 
of his. return depends entirely on his suc- 
cess in running down a coterie of Spanish 
spies and plotters who have been hampering 
the work of the Navy department. Some of 
these conspirators are thought to be in the 
United States government service at Wash- 
ington, and it is supposed Mr. Pinkerton 
will devote himself and some of his trustiest 
men to unearthing these traitors.. It is ex- 
actly the samme work which Allan Pinkerton 
was given by President Lincoln at the out- 
break of the rebellion. 

No one would talk of Mr. Pinkerton’s 
whereabouts at the headquarters of the 
Pinkerton National Detective agency yes- 
terday, further than to say he was out of 
the city. In fact, it was said Mr. Pinkerton 
had not made a confidant of any one about 
the agency, and. his subordinates were as 
much in the dark regarding his movemenis 
as it was intended the public should be. 

At the same time that Mr. Pinkerton left 
Chicago it is said that a number of the 
trustiest detectives of the agency “made 
preparations to leave -also, and that they 
have been dropping out of the city in various 
directions since their chief's arrival in Wash- 
ington, presumably to work under his di- 
rection. Most of the task of ferreting out 
the Spanish conspirators will, of course, be 
left to these men, but Mr. Pinkerton will 
have the charge of the hunt. 

Thirty-seven years ago, just after Fort 
Sumter had been fired on, William A. 
Pinkerton's father was called into the gov- 
ernment service, and was kept actively em- 
ployed as aspy till the end of the war. Allan 
Pinkerton, who was already famous as a 
detective, was then the head of anagency in 
Chicago, and was devoting himself to fer- 
reting out train robbers and bad criminals. 

His first work in the government service 
was to send his most trusted man, “ Tim” 
Webster, with important messages from 
Chicago, sewed in his clothes, to President 
Lincoln. The Baltimore riot had just oc- 
curred, and neither the telegraph wires nor 
detectives could be trusted with government 
messages. Webster carried the dispatches 
so well, after being nearly killed in Balti- 
more, that he was sent South as a spy. 

Allan Pinkerton followed Webster into the 
South. He took charge of General Mc- 
Clellan’s secret service, and, besides direct- 
»ing the others, did active duty and inval- 
uable service to the government in getting 
information from prominent Confederates. 
He had many narrow escapes. Webster 
was caught after an exciting career and 
hanged by General Winder at Richmond.

IN HARD STRAITS FOR MONEY.

Madrid, May 31.—There is a theory in polit- 
feel and diplomatic circles here and in other 
countries that some power is behind the 
scenes prompting Spain to pick a quarrel 
with England and provoke European compli- 
cations that might redound to the benefit of 
Spain in her struggles with the United 
States. 

The military preparations near Gibraltar 
are demonstrations of rancor against Eng- 
land for her sympathy with America. 

The ministerial situation remains un- 
changed. The belief is prevalent that the 
Liberal Cabinet will only keep together till 
the budget is voted in June, when Sagasta 
will again reconstruct the ministry or will 
advise the Queen to send for Silvela and 
Marshal Campos to form a strong Conserva- 
tive and military government, with the ob- 
jeet of preparing the way for peace through 
the mediation of Aw .ria, France, and Rus- 
sia. 
Meanwhile the Cabinet is in gteat straits 
for procuring resources for continuing prep- 
arations and meeting the demands of Blanco, 
Machias, and Augusti, the Colonial Govy- 
ernors. 

Foreign loans are not possible, as foreign 
bankers ask preposterous guarantees even 
in Paris. |

FACING A MONETARY CRISIS. 


‘Spain 
the Silver Circulation—Punishment 
for Speculators. 


Madrid, May 31.—The Chamber of Deputies 
has voted the law prohibiting the exporta- 
tion of silver coin. 

Sefior Calzado criticised the prohibition of 

e export of silver and silver money as 
being useless and urged the government to 
increase the silver coinage and avert a 
monetary crisis. 

Sefior Puigcerver, the Minister of Finance, 
said the measure was intended to prevent 
the export of immense quantities of silver 
money stored in the frontier provinces, ad- 
ding that if the prohibitiow was not sufficient 
stronger measures would be taken. 


The Minister of Finance also said the 


Madrid mint was coining a million pesetas 
daily, which amount, if necessary, he ex- 
piained, will be increased by an arrange- 
ment being made with the Paris mint. 

The rush on the Bank of Spain to chango 
the notes continues. The authorities, how- 
ever, have. decided to treat agcriminal dis- 
turbers of the peace all persons who change 
the notes for pure speculation or to create 
difiiculties for the bank.

London, May 31.—The Mail's Madrid dis- 
patch says: 

‘“‘ The Minister of Finance has been author- 
ized to issue a thousand million of pesetas 
in perpetual interval debt at 4 per cent in 
order to guarantee the present loans. 

‘“* Various rumors are circulating with re- 
spect to the situation of Cervera’s squadron. 
Some assert it is now doubling, or intends to 
double, Africa en route for the Philippines. 

‘A great monetary crisis is probable 
through a run on the banks to change silver 
for notes. Each person is now limited to 
$50. The Bank of Spain has issued Isabel 
pesetas, which, long since, were withdrawn 
by the authorities in fear of serious trouble.”

TINKERING THE NEW YORK CHARTER. 

The shortsightedness of machine politi- 
cians and their incapacity to govern wisely 
are illustrated by what is going on in New 
York City at this time. The charter of 
the Greater New York creates a Bureau 
of Elections with branch bureaus in the dif- 
ferent boroughs. The superintendent of 
elections and the chiefs of the branch 
bureaus are appointed and removed by the 
Board of Police Commissioners, which is 
given general control of the Bureau of Elec- 
tions. . 

Prior to the ‘final adoption of the charter 
this provision, which places in the same 
hands the management of the police force 
and the control of the election machinery, 
‘was criticised severely by the men who 
were most desirous that the city should 


be well governed. They predicted that mis- | 


chief would happen if police and election 
matters were not kept apart. The answer 
made by the Platt men, who drafted the 
sharter and jammed it through the Legis- 
lature, was that since the Board of Police 
vas to be “ bi-partisan ”"—no party to have 
more than two of the four members—the 
‘management of election affairs would be 


pon-partisan.

FUTURE GOVERNMENT OF OUBA. 

Tue Trisvune printed this week some in- 
Aeresting statements made to its correspond- 
ent at Tampa by Dr. Ruiz Diaz, an intelli- 
gent Cuban, who was deported by Weyler 
and is now attached to the staff of General 
Miles. After the Spaniards have been 
driven out of Cuba the serious question of 
establishing a stable government in the 
island will present itself at once, and will 
have to be disposed of,, Concerning that 
question Dr. Diaz expresses himself in a 
manner which gives food for thought. Al- 
though himself a Cuban, anda bitter enemy 
- of the Spaniards, he doubts the capacity of 
the Cubans for self-government, an art in 
which they’have had no training whatever. 
He firmly believes that~ | 

It will be necessary to keep United States troops. 
in Cuba for at least two years to establish a gov- 
ernment on a firm footing and get the people into 
shape for independent self-government. A large 
number of men may have to be kept there for 
five years. The army will have to be on the 
island for at least two years because of the great 
destruction caused by the contending forces. This 
destruction has naturally caused the people of 
the island to lose confidence in one another. 
Cubans are divided in opinion, and there are Span- 
ish perty-owners who would willingly embrace 
any form of good government under which their 
rights of property‘and person would be protected. 
~ The first step to be taken after the ex- 
pulsion of the Spaniards from Cuba is plain 
enough. The American forces will not 
evacuate when the Spanish troops do. They 
will remain for a time in order to give the 
inhabitants of the island an opportunity to 
organize a government which shall be satis- 
factory to them and which shall be more 
stable than the governments of Spanish- 
American republics on the mainland have 
been. While the new government is or- 
ganizing, and until it has given some evi- 
dences of permanency, the island will be 
‘supervised by the American government 
and peace and good order will be main® 
tained. 

The existence of those conditions will lead. 
inevitably and almost immediately to a 
great influx of Americans. .Tens of thou- 
sands of prospectors of all classes—but 
mainly farmers—will go to“Cuba. They 
will not be attracted by mere curiosity to 
visit the places where American soldiers 
have been fighting, but they will be ani- 
mated by a desire to make homes for them- 
selves. Many.of the discharged volunteers 
and regulars, having had an opportunity to 
examihe the undeveloped riches of*Cuba, 
will return there with their relatives and 
friends. It will be manifest to them thaf 
they can make their fortunes there much 
more speedily and easily than they can in 
their old homes. | 

-Hundreds of American colonies, nim- 
bering from a dozen to a-hundred families, 
will -be planted in Cuba. The present own- 
ers of the soil have nothing left to them but 
the soil. They are as destitute as were the 
Southern planters at the close ‘of the re- 
bellion. They will be more than willing to 
sell part of their holdings to enterprising 
American colonists, who will form here 
and there little local’centers whence Amer- 
ican ideas will be disseminated. The new- 
comers will bring with them energy, enter- 
prise, and schools. 

American companies will be organized to 

y large sugar estates and replace the de- 
stroyed machinery, which the present own- 
ers have not the capital todo. Small plant- 
ers will get tobacco lands. Others will grow 
coffee, the cultivation of which, joriee car- 

ried on extensively in Cuba, wa tan 
-doned at a time when sugar cane planta: 
tions were more profitable than they are 
now. Other American settlers will raise 
fruits and early vegetables of all kinds for 
the American markets. 

The eastern provinces of the island, which 
are largely in a primitive condition, except 
along the seacoast, will hold out other in- 
ducements to Americans. There are rich 
and hardly developed mineral resources in 
that region. There are also about thirteen 
million acres of virgin forest. Valuable 
woods of all kinds are awaiting the ax. 
The Spaniards have held Cuba for nearly 
four centuries, but, being unprogressive and 
poor farmers, it is qnly in the central and 
western portions of the island that the for- 
ests have been cleared away. The rugged 
and more healthful districts, which have 
been left untouched. and almost ~mnex- 
plored, -will be transformed speedily when

Another and a most important result of 
the American exodus to Guba will be that 
the island will be given more railroads, and, 
what it needs most, common highways.

It is pfbable that within two or three 
years after the departure of the Spaniards 
there will be from a hundred thousand to 
a quarter of a million active, enterprising, 
wide-awake Americans settled in .Cuba. 
They ‘will go to the island intending to 
spend their lives there. What kind of a 
government will they want to liye under? 
They have been reared under American 
institutions. They will prefer them. When 
they, see. the American troops departing 
they will ask themselves whether any gov- 
ernment can be as good for Cuba as the one 
it would enjoy under the American flag. 
They would become annexationists, just‘ 
like the Americans who settled in Texas 
sixty years ago, when ft was still a part of 
Mexico. 
* Nor would the Americans be the only in- 
habitants of the island who would favor 
annexation. Dr. Diaz states that— 

In regard to the annexation of Cuba to this 
country, it has been commercially annexed to the 
United States for over twenty years. As to po- 
litical annexation, I would not be surprised if © 
majority of the insurgents should declare in favor : 
of it—if not a majority of the insurgents, a ma- 
jority. of the residents, for Havana would gO prac- 
tleally solid for annexation rather than have the | 
city turned over to the hatred and revenge of the 
followers of Gomez.

THE ALLIANCE . DISCUSSION. 

It is net often that a country with a 
war on its hands in full progress is looked 
upon as a desirable ally by other powers. 
When such a condition of affairs occurs it 
is more’ significant of the world’s opinion 
of its strength, as well as the merit of 
its cause and the outcome of the strug- 
gle in which it is engaged, than mere as- 


will, 


such a condition has come to the United 
States before our war is two months old. 
The first distinct note was from the Brit- 
ish Cabinet, and it was in such clear and 
specific terms that. its meaning could not 
be misapprehended.(7H set the world to 
talking and crowned heads to thinking. In 
a few instances the suggestion of an An- 
glo-Ameri¢an alliance was looked upon and 
denounced as only a scheme which, while 
indicating a departure of the United States 
from its self-imposed policy of isolation, 
would enable it to entér upon a course of 
aggression: upon the rights of other nations 
for the sake of territorial aggrandizement. 
“This sort of criticism has been confined 
exclusively, however, to Spain and perhaps 
to one or two other decaying nations which, 
by racial association or sympathy with 
the despotie character of its institutions, 
were disposed to justify the oppressions 
and wrongs which it has been imposing 
upon its colonial dependencies for centuries. 

Elsewhere, -while the subject of an Anglo- 
American alliance has attracted attention 
and provoked discussion, it has rather been 
in the character of criticism of the motives 
of Great Britain in seeking such an alli- 
ance than of the purposes of the United 
States in demanding the right to manage 
its little affair with Spain in its own way 
and in accordance with the principles of 
civilized warfare. If an alliance comes to 
us at all it must grow out of questions 
entirely apart from our quarrel with Spain. 
We are, amply able to take care of 
ourselves and only insist that other nations 
shall keep their fingers out of a mess that 
does not belong to them. A formal Anglo- 
American alliance, if it shall-ever exist, 
will be the result of combinations of Eu- 
ropean powers aimed at those rights of free 
government of which the Anglo-Saxonmrace, 
more than any other, has become the repre- 
sentative. It will be their fault, therefore, 
if such a thing as an Anglo-Saxon alliance, 
with all it implies, shall ever become an ac- 
complished fact. 

The Novoe Vremya of St. Petersburg, the 
paper which, more than any other, repre- 
sents the opinions of the Czar, is apparent- 
‘ly disposed to take this view of the sub- 
ject. While evidently recognizing the fact 
that, as a result of our present war, the 
American republic is destined to be regard- 
ed as a more important factor in the world’s 
affairs in the future than it has been in 
the past, the St. Petersburg paper says: . 

This does not imply that after the war with 
Spain the United States will begin a fresh war 
with another power, but will proveed to give voice 
to all the matters of Old World policy in order to 
defend its powér in the New World and the inter- 
ests of its trade and commerce. 
All European powers having colonies in America, 
and, first of all England, with her Canadian pos- 
sessions, will feel the effect of this awakening to 
an active policy among the ruling classes of 
75,000,000 citizens of a rich republic. 
Then, after referring to the Venezuelan 
boundary dispute and the controversy with 
Germany over the tariff question aiid the 
friction thereby engendered, the Novoe 
Vremya continues: 
Americans have also become interested in the 
far East, but it will be some time before the birth 
of an Anglo-American alliance, by means of 
which the English would like to force Russia, then 
France, and afterward Germany out of China, 
The Americans will never consent to pull the chest- 
nuts out of thé fire for England. 
This much {s true, that an end will come to the 
unconcerned attitude of the United States toward 
events outside America. The first definite step 
toward an active policy has been taken by Ameri- 
|eans. Soon, whether they will or no, they will 
have to take a second, and then a third. The war 
with Spain will not last forever. Hostilities will 
cease and old reckonings now seemingly forgot- 
ten will be again produced on either side. 
No one, therefore, should be deceived by the 
assurances of the London press that the relations 
between England and the United States are daily 
improving and -the relations between France and 
the United States daily more strained. . Naturally 
that is desired in London, but not all wishes are 
realized. |

BUMPER WHEAT CROP IN SIGHT. 

No more welcome message could come to 
the people of the Northwest than that of the 
great wheat crop which is now practically 
assured. THe Trisune yesterday present- 
.ed a-.symposium of dispatches from the 
leading points in thirteen States ef the 
Western wheat belt, and from every point 
came the most sanguine promises -of in- 
‘creased acreage and of a yield surpassing 
the great prosperity crop of lastyear. From 
the Dakotas to Tennessee, from Ohio to 
Missouri, the welcome story of a fine wheat 
outlook is the same. The increase in yield 
' over last year gives fair promise of amount- 
ing to 20 or 25 percent. With the practical 
certainty of continued high prices for wheat, 
) whatever the size of the crop, this means 
eomparative wealth for the farmers and 
unprecedented prosperity for the merchants 
of the West. 

The crop is not yet matured or harvest- 
ed, and there may be modifying conditions 


ar enough advanced to make a great crop 
rtain. In Tennessee the harvesting will 
shortly begin and ali danger is past. The 
crop in that State will be nearly one- 
half larger than last year’s. In Nebraska 


thing indicates the largest yield ever 
known in that State. Kansas tells the 
same story. Though the dry weather last 
fall has somewhat decreased the wheat 
acreage in Iflinois, the yield is expected 
to break former records. And so the tale 
goes “on up to tke Canadian line, where 
‘the crop ia only started, but fairly started 
and ten days in advance of its usual stage 
at this time of year. The spring wheat 
gives just as good promise as the winter 
wheat. 

The cold; wét spring seems to have been 
exactly suited to the needs/of the wheat 
crop. The plants, instead of shooting up 
swiftly under the stimulus of early warm 
weather, devoted their attention to striking 
their roots down deeper into the wet soil. 
In consequence, when the time came for 
the stalks to appear they were strong and 
vigorous, while the sturdy roots are a 
guarantee for equally vigorous heads and 
plump grains. Thus it is that the thirteen 
States which last year produced 340,000,- 
000 bushels are this year quite certain to 
produce over 400,000,000 bushels. 

With wheat somewhere above a dollar 
‘a bushel it is not hard to see that this 
means a magnificent accession to the wealth 
of the country, and particularly to that 
of the West. It is only one item of pro- 
duction in a’single line of industry, but 
the yield in these Ahirteen States alone 
would more than pay the whole cost of 
the Spanish war. A failure of crops would 
be ten times as severe a blow to com- 
mercial values as a defeat on the high seas, 
and a bumper crop like this comes. closer 


‘to the homes and hearths of the people 


than even the greatest victory of our 
fleets. To the fafmer it signifies comfort 
and freedom from lifelong mortgages. To 


and eager customers during the coming 
year. In like manner to every city em- 
ploy6 and day laborer it means a better 
chance’ for employment and an_ earlier 
chance of increased wages. Especially will 


‘these indirect benefits be assured if the 


corn erop is likewise a success. 

The benefit of the big wheat crop does 
not seem likely to come to the city popula- 
tion in the shape of cheaper bread, as 
would usually be the case, But in this 
fact lies the magnificent promise of the 
situation.

This prospect is based 
on the fact that Europe has exhausted its 
visible supply of breadstuffs and will con- 
tinue to feel the shortage, no matter what 
kind of crops it may have this season. 
.The farmers will get the first and largest 
share of this gold mine, but they deserve 
it, and we may be sure that when they 
are prosperous they will soon diffuse their 
wealth through all the commercial and | 
industrial elements.of the nation.

infusing a spirit of patriotism as wide as the 
boundaries of the nation itself. Since the 
close of the civil war there has been nothirg 
so inspiring as the evidence exhibited every- 
where, from the lakes to the gulf, proving 


of the cause of freedom and justice for a 
people, who, though not of us, have suffered 
the most cruel oppression at our very doors. 
There is reason to hope that the war may be 
the means of wiping away another prejudice 
that has resulted in grievous wrong to 4 
class and dishonored us asa nation. If the 
colored men of the South respond to the call 
for their services in carrying on this war 
against a foreign despotism and in favor of 
the freedom of a large contingent of their 
own racé, and prove themselves the brave 
soldiers they did towards the close of the 
civil war and have done since, it is to be 
hoped that it will have the effect to remove 
the prejudice which has stripped them of 
their political rights in so many of the States 
and so often made them the innocent victims 
of mob violence. If the bravery and patriot- 
ism manifested by colored men in support of 
a government under which a generation ago 
they were held as slaves, shall accomplish 
this result, will furnish one of the most 
instructive object lessons at the close of the 
nineteenth century, and will be worth all the 
war will cost them and the nation at large.

FOR CERVERA’S count for Cervera’s act in 
CouRsE.-. getting himself caught in 
the Santiago bottle. The 
Captain of a British steamer that happened 
to be at Curacoa when the Spanish feet 
touched there reports that the Spaniards ar- 
rived at that piace early Saturday morning, 
May 14, and continued taking on coal and 
provisions until some time on Sunday after- 
noon, when the Admiral was handed a dis- 
patch. Upon reading this dispatch Cervera 
immediately ceased taking on supplies and 
signaled the fleet to sail. So great was his 
haste that he left several barges of cattle 
and coal in the harbor. That dispatch was 
undoubtedly a notification from the Dutch 
government that he had outstaid the twen- 
ty-four hours allowed by international law 
and that he must get out. But Cervera must 
also have learned at Curacoa that Sampson 
had bombarded San Juan de Puerto Rico a 
couple of days before, and that our fleet was 
still in that neighborhood. Being forced out 
of Curacoa with only a part of the supplies 
he needed, and being cut off from his intend- 
ed destination, it is probable that We deter- 
mined_to land at the nearest good harbor in 
Cuba and wait for a chance to slip across to 
Puerto Rico. This gives him little credit for 
strategic good sense, but it is at present the 
only imaginable motive which could have 
made him enter that isolated trap instead of 
going to Clenfuegos, where he could have 
Ween in communication with Blanco and all 
the Spanish land forces. But, whatever his 
scheme of action may have been, he is held 
fast enough now. 


There seems to be a quite 
CHRISTIANITY distinct reaction in Japanin 
IN JAPAN. regard to the adoption of 
American customs and 
Christian tenets. Lafcadio Hearn has never 
failed to dwell upon this conservative tend- 
-ency among the Japanese in his recent books 
—and to be glad of it. He holds that the 
original impetus of a quarter of a century 
ago toward the Americanizing of Japanese 
manners and thought has been checked in 
all but the indusfrial phase, and that the 
future progress of the nation will be along 
the lines of its own civilization, and of the 
ancient Shintoist and Buddhist religions. 
The recent action of the Doshisha College at 
Kioto seems to furnish strong confirmation 
of Mr. Hearn’s statements. That college 
was established twenty-five years ago asa 
Christian school under the authority of the 
American Board of Foreign Missions. Now 
the institution has so far.departed from its 
original ideas as to eliminate the Christian 
name and Christian instruction from the 
academic school, and the Board of Missions 
has naturally demanded the restitution of 
the buildings and of the $175,000 given in cash 
to the school. There will probably be a good 
deal of contention over the matter, just as 
there was in the case of the New England 
Congregational churches that drifted into 
Unitarian beliefs. Im fact, the trend of 
thought among the Yankees of the Orient 
seems to be quite similar to-that of our own 
Yankees, though the Japs are arriving at 
their Unitarianism by a different intellectual 
route,

As it was, we merely 
looked on and trusted to luck to keep our 
interests intact, 

The retention of the Philippines to serve 
as a basis of operations for an . efficient 
Pacific squadron becomes, therefore, a mat- 
ter of necessity and duty, unless we Wish 
to escape the obligation every.country is 
under to protect the privileges of its mer- 
chants wherever they are threatened. At 
the same time, the nature of the case will 
make our determination to keep them ex- 
ceedingly unwelcome to France, Russia, and 
Germany, and exceédingly palatable to 
Great Britain, and presumably, in the long 
run, to Japan. y Germany is givieg 
signs of uneasiness and Russia is manifest- 
ing anxiety over the present-friendly 7rela- 
tions between England and America.
